After four months of inlenslvo inveiligafion it was confirmed last night that McGill 
Daily editor Sandy Gage is an agent of the United States Central Intelligonce Agency.

Gngc has been employed by Uic 
CIA for seven years. He waa 
trained in Washineton for three 
years prior to his assignment 
to McGill, (luring whicli time he 
wut) tlioruughly educated in Que* 
bee affairs and the McGill situa- 
tion in particular. 

A Section 2S Agent, Gage was 
uno of the highcst-ninl<ing CIA 
men in Canada. Iliu tasic was es- 
sentially to carry on surveillance 
work of Communist infiltration 
in campus organizations. 

Infitirated Daily 

Gage joined the Daily in the 
fall of 10G3, and was to make a 
meteoric rise through the ranks. 
Although his rate of promotion 
was not abnormal, Gage gained 
the confidence of the Daily's up- 
per staff and figured prominently 
in the major policy decisions of 
the MacFadden interregnum. 

Operating under the code-name 
"Buffalo", Gage restricted his ac- 
tivities to the Daily. As he wrote 
in a dispatch' to Washington 
shortly after his arrival at Mc- 
Gill, "I have learned that tho 
Daily is the pulsebeat of this 
campus. I will Join the staff 
and work myself into a position 
where I can effectively follow 
the spread of the Red cancer and 
channel political counter-measu- 
res." ^ 



Informants within the CIA or- 
ganization in Havana, Hanoi and 
the Swiss Hut provided the coup 
dc grace to a search which began 
in the Union basement last Oc- 
tober, when a drunken Daily 
staffer inadvertently leaned on a 
secret, panel in Gage's office and 
discovered the expatriate editor's 
hidden files. 

The files contained code names 
of Gage's contacts on campus 
and off. Also found in the clan- 
destine cabinet was a log of the 
secret agent's activities. Several 
entries were prefaced by the 
number MY.b7A684.

The professors, members of 
the McGill Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers, have layed 
on a weekend of fun and ga- 
mes to while away their hours 
of protest. 

Gathering at Mont Ilabilaiit 
Friday noon in a move re- 
miniscent of Carnival, the 
teachers will spend the rest 
of the weekend deciding 
wiiether to call il «luits and 
resume their habitua] stations 
at the university or continue 
the walkout ad infinitum.

Gage crisis stumps Council

An emergency joint meeting of the Students' Council adjourned last night without coming 
to a decision on the Ddiiy-vs-Gage issue. 



The meeting of both this year's 

and last year's Councils was call- 
ed by Students' Society President 
Jim McCoubrey when he receiv- . 
cd information from members ul 
the Daily staff that editor Sandy 
Ga{;c is an undercover agent fur 
the CIA. 

Afler a forty-five-minulc de- 
bate on whether to adjourn and 
a valiant attempt at a filibuster 
by External Vice-President Arnic 
Aberroan, who read from Gray's 
Anatomy, McCoubrey broke . the 
tic vote in favor of adjourning 
becouse "I liavc to be in bed by 
one". 

Asked to explain his decision 
to call in last year's Council, Mc- 
Coubrey said "they've had so 



much experience with this sort 
of thing". 

Tho meeting began with a mo> 
tion presented by Stephen Schec- 
ter (ex-Arts and Science) that 
"the position of Editor-in-Chief 
of the McGill Daily be declared 
•vacant". 

• Scheclcr argued that Gage's 
alleged affiliation wilii the CIA 
was a violation of the CUP code 
of ethics and "the hciglit of Jour- 
nalistic irrcspuiistbility". 

Schi'ctcr pointed out two major 
clauses of the code of ethics (hat 
Untie had in his opinion violated: 
first that "a student journalist 
should rùvcal his identity" and 
second that "the Canadian stu- 
dent press should he free from 
.pressure by . . . any external agen- 



cies, whether or not the press is 
a part of such an organization". 

Murray Segal (cx-Enginccring) 
moved an amendment which 
struck the main motion and pro. 
posed that the Students' Council 
"reaffirm confidence in Daily 
Editor Sandy Gage". Segal point- 
ed out that Council should not 
"rush to judgment". Ho suggest- 
ed that the matter be referred- 
tu (he Judicial Committee as 
Council "has nut the right to sit 
as a judicial body". 

Abermaiii^Kpesking in favor of 
Segal's amcndmchl, said it would 
be an "infringement of individual 
rights" to fire Gage simply be- 
cause ho was a CIA agent

ing-house between Gage dnd his 
contacts. 

' It waa also learned that Gage 
frequently used the pseudonym 
"Colin A. Gravcnor, Jr." when 
directing manoeuvres against the 
forces ho purported to represent. 

During , the .next four months 
a squad of researchers kept cluse 
tabs on Gage, and cvory day the 
case against tho Daily editor 
grew stronger. 

Finally, yesterday afternoon, 
the other three members of the 
Daily Managing Board confront- 
ed Gage and demanded hia resi- 
gnation. 

The now-uncovered agent re- 
fused to yield his ground. 

"I don't intend to resign," he 
said, "you'll have to find a better 
- way to get me out of office." ' 

The Managing Board members 
told their story to Students' So- 
ciety President Jim McCoubrey, 
who advised them to declare the 
position of editor-in-chief vacant 
and form an interim troika. 

"It's worked before," said Mc- 
Coubrey stoically. 

MacFadden stunned 

Contacted in New York, former 
Daily editor Patrick MacFadden 
broke down and cried when he 
realized he had been Gage's ditpft, 



"Piffle and waffle," he' moan- 
cd, adding, "he should only grow 

like an onion with his head in 
the ground and his feet in tho 
air." 

Irwin Block, News, Editor un- 
der MacFadden, commented "I 
never trusted that guy; his 
eyes..." 

A spokcsnmn fur the IICMP 
was indignant that tlic CIA had 
infringed on MoiihÛé territory. 
'The next thing you know, they'll 
uncover all our agents at Mc- 
Gill," he said. 

Fortncr Students' Society Pre- 
sident Saecd Mirza indicated he 
might consider becoming the 
Daily's next editor. "A situation 
like this might force me out of 
' retirement," said the champion 
of democracy. 

Finally, (^nlioned in the Com- 
niuns lute last night, Prime Mi- 
nister Pearson said ho luid '"no 
knowledge" of any CIA activity 
in Canadian student affairs, and 
added that the situation probably 
doesn't warrant further action.

We are sorry, Mr. Gage, but the facts 
speak for themselves. 

The erstv/hile editor of this publication 
led many a staffer past and present down 



the primrose path to political suicide and 
permanent memorial on the RCMP's most 

subversive list. He tricked, duped and bam- 
boozled professor and student alike in his 
ruthless quest for "pinkos" and "self-styled 
Savios". 

Almost single-handedly he threw the 
wrench into two UGEQ référendums last 
year and had a right-wing Council elected. 
The whole Daily affair was a plot to draw 
out "potential left-wing finks who only 
show themselves when they think the re- 
volution is at hand." 

Gage's act was good, but he made so< 
me slips. 

The fine sleuthing of Mervin Furbish, 
B Com 4, and a drunken Daily staffer was 
augmented by some miscalculations we all 
took note of.

And then when he tried to perpetuate 
CIA control of the Daily by getting Council 
to sanction other agents in an executive 
application procedure. . . .

At the moment this campus stinks of 
CIA bribe money. We hope other orgoniza- 
tions will follow our courageous lead and 
root out America-firsters and Yankee yes 
men while there is still time. People of this 
nature con not be trusted. To quote one of 
the other editors of the Doily this year, "No 
one is knocking causes per se, but a fool 
with a star to watch can be and often is ex- 
tremely dangerous. Often converts to such 
extreme elements are propelled more by 
their own sense of inadequacy and insecuri- 
ty than by any concern for any person or 
group of persons other than those who pled- 
ge themselves to follow their own brand of 
non-conformism." 

The chief is dead, long live the triumvi- 
rate. 

We close with more of the above, quote, 
"Check the paper carefully, you'll find that 
we've made some mistakes. We feel, how- 
ever, that the campus at large will this 
morning shore our sense of accomplishment 
and will help us to continue."

Miko (Law) and'wtl|(«K-lé^ 
Vincberg simidtancously^ agreed 
with Abcrman. 

Abcrman then attacked the 
credibility of the Daily staff 
statement accusing Gage. He call- 
ed their tactics I'McCarthyitc" 
and said "these people arc not 
fit lo work (or the lowest news- 
paper". The Vinebcrgs then mov- 
ed a sub-amendment calling for 
a referendum, because the word- 
ing in the Daily staff statement 
had been unclear. 

In the heated debate that 
followed sub - amendment was 
heaped upon amendment and 
amid the confusion Morris Gold- 
hcrg (ex-Arts and Science) arose. 
He pointed out that it was five 
minutes to one and by precedent' 
Council had to take a vote. Since 
the motion on the floor was to 
adjourn, it was on that that 
Council voted. 

The decision to adjourn was 
delivered to dropped jaws from 
the 2,000-strong audiencp'^the 
Place des Arts, where tnc meet- 
ing was held, and wild cheering 
from most Council. members. The 
only one who wasn't happy was 
Jolin Fckcte (Arts and Science). 
Fckctc read into the minutes a 
statement that he was "thorough- 
ly disgusted" that Council hadn't 
heard from Chad and Jeremy, 
who had been wailing outside for 
six . hours. 



'J^laceTdcs Arts was chosen as 
the site' for the . meeting , because 

' Council ^had already established 
the principle of "oprn decision- 
making" and Place drs Arts had 
already been booked for Winter 
Carnival. 

When reached for comment, 
Carnival Chairman Andy Jamic- 
son said "the kids got a better 
show for their money this way". 
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Berger judges bad faith I units linked 



Chairman and Chief Justice Ronald Berger of the Judicial 
Committee has ruled that Sandy Gage's work here as a CIA 
agent was undertaken in "bad faith". 



Berger was petitioned at 1:01 
am this morning to determine 
whether ' or not the Students' 
Council had the power to revoke 

Gage's parking permit in the 
Union because he was "trafficlt- 
ins with a foreign power". 



ASS merges 
wifli SDU 

•The Armenian Sludcnls' So- 
ciety and the Students for a 
Democratic University an- 
nounced at a joint meeting 
yesterday that they will merge 
forces beginning in the next 
academic ' session. 

I'hc ASS SDU combine will 
be known as the Armenian 
and Other Students for a De- 
mocratic University Society 
(AOSDUS). 

A spokesman for ASS said 
llial the merger was intended 
primarily to cut down print- 
ing costs. 

•■ASS and SDU now publish 
basically similar literature", 
said the ASS spokesman, "and 
as our budget is limited this 
was the best move wc could 
make at this time". 

Victor Rabinovitch of SDU 
added, "Plus ça change, plus 
c'est la môme chose". 



Acting under the emergency 
powers clause of article XVIII-ii 
(17, strobe, 2), Berger took 
power into his own hands and 
declared all back issues of vol- 
ume 56 of the Dally unconstitu- 
tional. Although be admitted his 
was a "quasi-Judicial function", 
Berger maintained that the least 
Gage could have done was regis- 
ter his affiliation with John in 
the tuck shop to prevent long- 
distance phone tie-ups with Wa- 
shington. 

The Chief Justice said, "I 
would like to take this opportu- 
nity to inform Council and the 
Daily and the student body and 
any as yet unexposed fifth col- 
umn individuals that any efforts 
to make light of the sovereign 
power invested in my tribunal 
by any of the aforesaid plaintiffs 
will 1)0 looked upon with grave 
disfavor and culpability liy the 
party of the first part." 

Berger justified his decision by 
extensive references to a verdict 
reached earlier this year on the 
same general topic of the Edi- 
tor's right to fringe benefits, such 
as pulling out his own news- 
paper. Berger also referred to 
the famous United Stales case 
involving the New York publish- 
er John Peter Zengcr, which was 
decided in 1734. As Gage is an 
American he felt it directly ap- 
plicable.

Dean of Arts and Science H.D. Woods has volunteered 

to step in and save the Course Guide from oblivion. 



His move came as the result 
of an article in the Montreal 
Star by Leslie Roberts implor- 
ing students not to discontinue' 
such a "valuable and worthwhile 
project". 

The Dean appointed as co- 
Editor John Fckete, who report- 
ed he had found an unexpected 
surplus from last year to cover 
the Guide's $238.70 budget. 

Dean Woods hopes that Course 
Guide '67 will not be affected 
by any personality conflicts that 
might arise between him and 
Laurier LoPicrre, who was also 
responsible for resuscitating the 
Guide after it was canned by 
the ASUS. 

"Last year's Course Guide per- 
formed a valuable service for 
many McGili professors," he said. 
"Because of the unfavorable re- 
views they received in the book, 
they resigned as professors and 
found much higher-paying and 
more rewarding jobs on the 
CBC." 

Dean Woods outlined how he 
planned to put out the Guide 
in the short time now available 
and keep 'the costs down to such 
a low figure. 

"We will have no problems 
persuading apathetic students to 
wor on it" he said, "because 
the faculty have all offered to 
collate the data and write the 
course descriptions. I have also 
ensured thé'objècUvlty: of faculty
